Big South Fork National Park, Oneida, Tennessee, advised that 
during the last gathering of the Rainbow Coalition, he had been 
tasked by his supervisory personnel to observe closely the 
activities of the members to ensure compliance to the laws, 
rules, and regulations of the Park. It was his observation to me 
that they are a drug based organization. He stated he observed 
one individual stare at a piece of white bread held in his left 
hand without blinking for over three hours. Another stood on his 
head during most of the meeting which lasted for days. He 
suspects that their drug of choice is LSD. During the meeting 
some minor possession arrests were made, but probable cause was 
not obtained for major searches. He suspects, but cannot offer 
substantive evidence at this point that the group is involved in 
drug distribution in the manner that the Outlaw Motorcycle Gangs 
have been in the past. 


I asked him if he felt there was a potential for serious 
terrorist violence from the group and it was his opinion that 
individual members are very unpredictable and prone to extreme 
violence. He did not become familiar enough with the group to 
express a valid opinion as to the motives of the organization.
